DON'T MARRY IN MAY. 



MAID OR WIDOW MARRIED THIS MONTH MUIT 
EXPECT ILL-LUCK OLD SUPERSTITION. 



There is an awful lot of superstition ii 
the world after all. If you don't believe 
It, just watch the marriage license market 
for the remainder of the month of May, 
and compare it with the month ending 
April 30tb, or measure its thirty-one days 
of permits to doube up "for bette: 
worse'' with those that are issued during 
June, and you will be surprised at the fig- 
ures, says The Philadelphia Press. It will 
bring you face to face with the fact that 
Old World superstition has not died out, 
even from the centers of the nineteenth 
century life and civilization. This preji 
dice against marrying in May is as old as 
recorded history. 

The deep-rooted superstition has lasted 
through all ages and is known in all 
climes, permeating all conditions of so- 
ciety. and gives excellent promise of hang- 
ing on as long as there are people left to 
marry. 

Where was the superstition born? Un- 
der the shadow of the Dark Ages, it 
would seem, for nobody can go so far 
May's I 

influence over marital unhappiness is not 
made, says a writer in The Washington 
Btar. ' Of course, the gods and goddesses 
had a lot to do with it. Theyi 
ble for almost as many superstitions about 
love and marriages as Cooper is for 
perstitions about good Indians. Ti 
we know that gods and goddesses and 
good Indians are myths, but we go on be- 
lieving in them Just the same. The 
Catholic Church in the early years of Hi 
existence forbade, under ban of its eter 
nal displeasure, marriages in May. 

Plutarch tried to fix up a reason for 
this most unreasonable superstition, say- 
ing that "it is probable that May is re 
garded as unlucky because it comes be 
tween April and June, the months re 
spectively of Venus and Juno, the 
tutelary goddesses of marriage. Or. 
perhaps, it is because May is the month 
of the feast of Lemurs, the souls of the 
dead." 

The Scotch have a deep-rooted predu- 
dice to marriages contracted in May

and like to have got themselves mobbed 
ir their blasphemy." 
The Pagans had a myth that 
bad women marry in May.'' They l.a) 
another that if the marriage did take 
pi Mi Mm couple would live most un- 
happily, and children born of the mar 
rirtgc— if it was not hopelessly rendered 
barren by thus slapping the fates in the 
face— would be deformed or imbecile 
With prizes like that in prospect, it is 
not much wonder that the igaoraut i.nd 
superstitious taboo May marriages, hut 
there is no excuse yet for this idiosyn- 
crasy of thinking people— at least, no 
sensible one. Ovid was a firm belitvei 
the superstition, and said that no 
widow or young girl would marry in 
May unless she wished to invite the 
displeasure of the god*, aud that the 
imprudent woman who braved theii 
wrath would fill an early grave. Ovid 
pinned his faith to rosy June, the birth 
th of June, and when he got ready- 
to launch his daughter on the matri 
moiiial sea he studied the stars and all 
the superstitions to make sure that he 
would not run upon Scylla in steering off 
Chaiybdis

What days unproaperous were: what moons 

(lood to the man and happy to the maid. 

The Italians look upon the month of 
May as an unlucky wedding month 
'The month of flowers is a month of 
tears," they say. And they cite the fact 
that many of noble blood who have 
striven to set aside the ancient supersti 
lion have gone early to their graves. 
May seems to have a baleful influence 
i a good many things. Kittens and 
babies born in the month of May will be 



■ick a great deal, sad are very apt to 
be drowned— the kittens, of course— and 
who dares controvert that statementT 
There are natural cauaes for sickness of 

babies in their first summer, but that 
doesn't count alongside of a full-grown 
superstition. 

While not a good month In which to 
mnrry. May is the month par excellence 
for making love, and the crop of tender- 
ness sown then bears fruit in June la a 
largi r number of marriages than during 
any other month of the year. And 
therein lies more superstition for you. 
June is the month sacred to Juno, th* 
venerable ox-eyed "Hera" of Homeric 
renown. Her very name signifies the 
"yokemaker," and she was a kind of 
female providence, protecting her aex 
from the cradle to the grave. The 
Romans thought her to be the guardian 
of the National finances, and erected a 
temple to her on the Capitoline, in which 
they placed the mint. She waa the 
goddess of chastity, and no Magdalen 
dared touch her altar. Her month, June, 
was considered especially propitious for 
marriage, and along down the ages the 
sweet myth has come, t" 
June will bring to brides all of h 
there is to know. 



SILVER SILLINESS. 



ONLY FOUR STATES OUT OF FORTY-FOUR WOULD 



Director of the Mint R. E. Preston's 
estimate that the gold produced in the 
United States increased by $3,500,000 in 
1894, and that the gold of Australasia had 



to carry out his optimistic forecast as to 

the future of gold. 

Mr. Preston credits Colorado with a 
production of 23,231,399 ounces of silver, 
of a coinage value of 130,101,205; Mon- 
tana with 12,820,081 ounces, of a coinage 
value of $16,575,488; Utah with 5.391.900 
ounces, of a coinage value of 17,617,812, 
with 3.288,548 ounces, of a 
coinage value of $4,251,929, a total of 
45,281,929 ounces, of a coinage value of 
$58,545,333, out of a total production for 
the United States of 49,500.000 ounces, of 
coinage value of $04,000,000, which 
would leave the production of silver for 
the remaining states and territories as 
e-. of a coinage value of 
$5,454,077. 

The estimated population of these four 
states is 997,834, which would make the 
production of silver per capita in those 
states |08 26. At the average price of 
silver in 1894 . 63J cents, the commercial 
value of silver produced by them was 
$28,754,000. Of the total production of 
silver Colorado mined 47 per cent., Mon- 
tana 25 9 10 per cent., Utah 11 9 10 and 
Idaho 6 6-10. This makes the total pro 
duction of those states 91 ( per cent, of 
the total production of the United States 
for 1894. 

Iu other words, four states whose popn 
lation is less than a million or about one- 
seventieth of the population of the United 
produced silver, the coinage value 
of which was $58,545,333 and the com 
ireial value $28,754,000. 
The coinage value means a production 
of $59 26 per capita for those states, and 
the commercial value a per capita produc- 
tion of $30 12 for the same statet. 

Thus it happens that free coinage would 
mean the presentation to each one of tho 
million inhabitants of Colorado. Idaho, 
Utah and Montana of $29 14 at the ex- 
pense of the other slx.ty nine millions of 
inhabitants of the United States. This is 
a point which seems to be a very impor- 
le. 

Preston estimates the production 
of gold in the United States during 1894 
at 1.910.8O0 ounces, of a coinage value of 
$39,300,000, an increase $3,500,000 over 
the preceding year, the largest produced 
in any year since 1878. 

In the production of gold California 
leads with an output or $13,570,000, Colo 
rado coming second with $9,491,000, Mon- 
tana third with $3,651,000 and South Da 
kola $3,299,000. The world's returns 
show an increase in the production of 
gold over 1893 of about $31,000,000. the 
largest increase being in Africa, $9,600, 
000: Australia $6,000,000, followed by the 
United States, with an increase of $8,500. 
000. Australia leads the list of gold pro 
duclng countries for 1894, with a produc 
tion of $41,000,000, the United States 
taking second place. 

The production of silver in the world is 
estimated at from 145.000,000 to 150,000.- 
ounces for the calendar year 1894. 
The heaviest falling off is in the produc- 
tion in the United States, followed by 
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Building and Saving Association!

bly cheapen labor." To be entirely fair, 
says Tbe Times Star. The Record should 
go a little more into detail in dealing 
with this subject. 

In the Erst place the number of 
workingmen whose wages have been 
raised, voluntarily or otherwise, is com- 
paratively small. Again, the statement 
of The Reeord is misleading in that it 
tends to give the impression that labor 
has not been cheapened by Democratic 
legislation and that the voluntary raise 
of wages by Mr. Carneuik and a few 
other manufacturers puts the wages 
of their employes above the scale paid 
when the system of so-called high Pro- 
tection obtained. This is distinctly not 
true. The general level of wages in all 
indostries in the I nited States is lower 
than it was In 1891, as Tbe Record 
knows. The voluntary raise at certain 
places restores wages to the old level, 
but as a rule the advanced wages are 
not equal to the old scale. The Dt 
cratic system has cheapened labor. 

Moreover, it would have been only 
fair for The Record to note the fact that

JAPAN SCORNED. 



Wasuirotoh, May 87. -The state de- 
partment has received a cablegram 

from Mr. Denby, United Statea minis- 
ter to China, stating that the imaml 
of Formosa haa declared her. in- 
dependence, that the powers have 
been so notified and that a trov- 
ernment. republican in form, has been 
established in Formosa. This adds a 
new complication to the aituatlon in 
tha eaat Before thia government can 
recognise the Formosa Independence 
It must be shown that a provisional 
government which can atand has been 
organized. There are great numbers 
of Japanese in Formosa, and it re- 
mains to be aeen what course they 
will adopt. 

The dispatch of Minister Denby an- 
nouncing the declaration of Formosan 
independence is not taken seriously at 
the state department. The info 
tion contained in the dispatch 
taken at the department to mean that 
the minister awaited instructions to 
recognize the new government, or that 
it was in a position to be recognized 
by the United Statea But there is not 
likely to be any such action taken by 
the government, nor would Minister 
Denby be justified in taking any auch 
atep. The United States recognizes For- 
mosa as belong-ing to Japan, and no 
matter what may be the form of gov- 
ernment which the revolutionists of 
the island may have organized, a rec- 
ognition of the independence of the 
island would be distinctly an unfriendly 
act toward Japan. It is not for the U. 
8. minister to China or to any other 
country to recognize the independence 
of any island in revolt The United 
States does not recognize the Cuban 
rebels, and the movement in Formosa 
can not be regarded aa anything more 
than a rebellion against Japan. 

The idea of a republican form of 
government being formed in Formosa 
is treated with some deriaon at the de- 
partment. The population of Formosa 
is composed of savages, reclaimed sav- 
ages and Chinese immigrants. The 
latter are of the loweat claaees, and 
the people there, it i» declared, would 
not know what a republican 
form of government is. It is 
thought more likely that an oligarchy is 
in control of the island. It is believed 
at the department that the trouble has 
arisen over the fear of the inhabitants 
of Formosa that the Japanese will take 
away the property the people have ac- 
quired. When they understand that 
the treaty ceding Formosa confirms all 
fees and holdings the population will 
have a different feeling toward the new 
possessors of the island. The Japa- 
nese legation here has received no ad- 
vices on the rebellion in Formosa and 
the establishment of an independent 
republic. «The officials do not attach 
much weight to the affair, saying tnat 
the natives are little advanced from 
savagery, and are incapable of organ- 
ization or military action.

A Kentnoklan Murdered Hit Brother-ln-

here, were converted into a dueling 
ground, George R Montgomery killing 
his brother in-law. Archibald Riley, 
and being himself mortally wounded 
by Riley. 

The murder la the culmination of a

Neither man 
saw the other until after services, 
when they met face to face on the 
steps, ltoth began tiring at once and 
did not stop till one was dead, with 
five bullets in his body, and the other 
wm dying with an ugly wound ji 
above the heart.

Scores of ladies faint- 
ed and several were badly trampled 
the stampede. The entire affair w 
done so quickly that no one thought of 
Interfering. 

Both men were aatoundingly cool 
and deliberate. Neither is thought to 
have said a word before firing, nor to 
have made the slightest attempt to 
shield himself from the other s bullets. 

After firing the last shot, Montgom- 
ery turned to the bystanders and said: 
"Gentlemen. I hated to do this, but 
was compelled to.

He made nn earnest, elo- 
quent plea to let the law take its 
course and not bring disgrace on Ver- 
million county by the first lynching 
in its history. He assured the 
men that Halls and Royce would 
receive a severe punishment if 
found guilty; that the trial jury would 
do its duty. At first his words pro- 
duced a telling effect, but the leaders, 
who are among the most prominent 
men in the countv. flnallv replied: 

Yea, we know the jury will convict 
and give them a severe sentence, but 
Alto-eld will pardon them out. He re- 

ntly pardoned three rapists you sent 
up from Champaign county for twenty 
years and he will pardon these men. 
If any other man than Alt geld wns 
governor we would not Lynch these 
men. but we are determined he will 
never have a chance to turn them 
loose." 

With these words they njrain com- 
menced work at J: i0 a. m. and at 3:30 a.

THE YACHT TRILBY, 



Crowded With Passenger., she Tips Over. 
Thirty Men Thrown Into the Water.Ftre 
of Whom Were Drowned. 

Buffalo, N. Y., May !7 — Connelly's 
steam yacht Trilby, employed by the 
city to convey passengers across the 
creek at the foot of Michigan street, 
capsized shortly after 7 o'clock Satur- 
day morning, just after leuving the 

The little craft was loaded to the 
guards with passengers; and all were 
thrown into the river. * 

It was thought at first that 15 were 
lost, but later It was reported that only 
five persons were drowned. The creek 
was at once dragged for the bodies of 
the missing. 

About 30 men were on board the 
yacht when she capsized. They were 
all Poles and were crossing over to the 
island where they were employed 
various placea 

All of the men were thrown into the 
water, and for several minutes were 
scrambling and struggling, shouting 
and clutching at each other like so 
many crazed animals. The dock being 
within easy reach, many were able to 
clutch it and save themselves. Others 
who were drawn further away from 
the boot as she went over, and dragged 
down by their companions, had to 
struggle for some time before they got 

The boat turned bottom side up, and 
went to the bottom. 

She was large enough to carry aboi 
25 persons with 6afety, but when the

GUILTY. 

That is the Verdict the Oscar 
Wild Jury Rendered. 

He Receives a Sentence of Two Years 
in Prison at Hard Labor. 



The Jnry Made Quirk Work of the Case- 
Lord Alfred Done-las Will Probably 
Be Arrested and Held for Trial 
On the Same Charge. 

London, May 27.— The jury Saturday 
morning found Oscar Wilde guilty and 
he was sentenced to two years at hard 
labor. When the trial was resumed in 
the old Bailey court Saturday morning 
Sir Frank Lockwood continued his ad- 
dress to the jury for the prosecution. 

Sir Frank Lockwood expressed hope 
that the jury would not regard Wilde's 
letters as "prose poems," but would 
appreciate them at their proper level. 

Sir Edward Clarke angrily objected 
to the language used by the prose- 
cuting counsel, and a heated argument 
between the two ensued. After h pro- 
tracted wrangle the judge interfered. 

Mr. Lockwood finished his address 
by saying that Wilde's own admissions 
pointed conclusively to his guilt. 

The judge, in summing up. 
Wilde had confessed that his conduct 
in regard to Lord Alfred Douglas had 
been such that he (the Judge) could not 
ask the jury in the previous trial to 
say that there was no ground for 
charging him with having posed as a 
criminal. 

The Judge, in the course of 
charge to the Jury, dealt with each of 
the charges contained In the Indict- 
ment, his opinion being plainly and 
stronglv against the prisoner. In re- 
gard to Wilde's letters to Lord Alfred 
Douglas he said they might be "prose 
poems," but they were none the less 
poison to a young man's mind, and the 
writer was clearly not a desirable eon 
panlon for the young. 

London, May 2f>.— Before the jury r< 
tired the foreman asked the court if 
warrant had been issued for the arrei 
of Lord Alfred Douglas. The judge 
said that no warrant had been iasti 
whereupon the foreman snid: "pu 
we must consider these letters as i 
dance of guilt, they surely show that 
Lord Douglas' guilt is equal to that of 
Wilde."

The 
fishermen have been in the habit of pull 
ing their skiffs out into the channel, and 
they never pretend to get out of the way 
of tbe steamers. 

They feel secure in the knowledge that 
a pilot will not willfully run over them 
Often, especially at night, a pilot rum 
his boat almost upon a skiff anchored out 
before he discovers some one in the way. 
He is compelled to reverse the cugiues 
and back so as to turn out of the way. 
He loses time and if the water is at a low 
stage, as it usually is when the skiffs are 
anchored out, he must take his chances 
against running aground. A pilot tells 
how one man was always careful to pull 
in the way of his boat, and hold his 
anchor in spite of everything that the 
pilot could do. Frequently a warning 
whistle was souuded. but the man paid 
no attention to it. The pilots frequently 
run close enough to a tkiff to frighten 
the fisherman and leave enotJgh space to 
turn out without running him under. 
This angers as well as frightens the 
fisherman, and the only result is that on 
the pilot's next trip he is greeted with a 
shower of bullets.

The 
fisherman waited for him and made it 
hot for the pilot that he was com- 
pelled to give up his place at the wheel. 

Another thorn that pricks the pilots 
is the fishermen's buoys. The fishermen 
set their lines and then indicate where 
they can be found by tying the lines to a 
log, which is allowed to float. In a low 
i of water these are apt to be mis- 
taken for snags, and the pilot is com- 
pelled to turn out of their way. It is 
the endeavor of the pilots to keep shy of 
the fishermen's trot lines, but when they

do run Into one they anger the fisherman 
and often disable the boat. The long, 
tough line gets entangled in the wbeel 
and it flirted over against the "cam " 
The "cam" is often clogged up and the 
machinery refuses to work. Even when 
good luck favors the boat and the "cam" 
is not choked, the boat is compelled to 
stop and lose time while the line Is cut 
out. 

The big fish traps are also taken up 
at times. These are even more danger- 
ous than the trot lines The fishermen 
are thoughtless enough to anchor their 
fish boxes out an indiscreet distance in 
the river. Tbe swells from the boats 
force these free from their anchors and 
they float away. As a result the pilots 
must be constantly on the lookout for 
stray bullets directed from the shore in 
their direction.
